QUOTE THE OFFICIALS SAID FRIDAY THAT THE AFRICAN GROUP 
HAS BEEN ROUNDING UP SUPPORT DURING THE LAST FEW 
WEEKS AT THE VIENNA HEADQUARTERS OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
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AT THE ANNUAL GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE IAEA IN RIO 
DE JANERIRO NEXT MONTH. 

QUOTE THE 109-MEMBER AGENCY. WHICH WAS ESTABLISHED

THE UN IN ITS PLACE, HE POINTED OUT THAT, AS A
